Is Placed on the Witness 
Stand Today. 


The Commonwealth Closes Its 


Case. 


Holmes* Attorneys Debating Wliettaer 
to iro to the Jury Without 
£vi<lcnce or Xot. 


PfliLADBLPfliA, Nov. 1.—The progresB 
of the Holmes trial reminds one of a 
book of instructions to young play- 
wrights. 
The one point upon which 
stress is laid is the interest on an as- 
cending scale. 
The now celebrated 
trial has done this better than the 
strongest play ever penned, and its 
succeeding acts have been shone in 
witnessing them. 
An old player would 
say ' this is very strong and all that, 
but then it's a player. 
Such things 
never happen in life." 


As every new day comes, the air of 
expectancy in the court room seems to 
be more pronounced, and thus far it 
has not been cissppointed. 
When to- 
day's session was begun, everybody was 
looking forward to the prospect of 
Holmes going on the stand, as he an- 
nouDced the other day. 
The common- 
wealth has promised to close its case 
today, and in all probability the pris- 
oner will be the first and perhaps the 
only witness for the defense. 
There 
is pretty general belief that if he goes 
on the stand he will do more to hang 
himself than all the evidence of the 
commonwealth. 


Althoagh the strange ease is still the 
one topic of talk, interest in it has been 
considerably lessened by Judge Arn- 
old's decision last night that no evi- 
dence bearing on the murders of the 
'children or anything but the death of 
Benjamin F. Pietz4 shall be intro- 
duced. 
The commonwealth made a 
vigorous fight against this decision and 
a long argument on both sides ensued, 
ending in the defense scoring their 
victory by having tbeir objections sus- 
tained. 
This will keep out the thril 
liiig story of Detective Geyer's search 
and discovery of the children's bodies 
It will also prevent the introduction in' 
evid'^nce at d the exhibition in open 
court of the bones of the boy, Howard 
Pietzel; the stove in which he was 
bornedj the toys and clothing which 
the mother Identified, and'the trunk in 
which Alice and Nellie were smothered. 
Nearly thirty witnesses gathered from 
^ i s ^ n l cities by the prosecution can- 
not now give their testimony. 
This 
has brought about the sudden closing 
of the commonwealth'^ case. 


Today's session was begun by the re- 
calling of Mrs. Pietzel. 
Mr. Graham 
askfd if there were any cuffs to the 
shirt she identified yesterday as her 
husband's, and she replied that Holmes 
had taken them from the trunk and 
destroyed thfm. 
This was the only 
question. 
On cross-examination Mr. 
Shoemaker rigidly questioned the un- 
fortunate woman concerning her travels 
with Holmes and her subsequent arrest 
for conspiiacy. 
His apparent intention 
was to show that Mrs Pietzel had been 
the controlling iiiflaence during the 
ramblings throughout the country, and 
that she carried Holmes about in an at- 
tempt to avade arrest. 


You want to prove, she was not 
Trilby but Svengali," suggested Judge 
Arnold, "that she led him " 


This remark was drawn out by a dis- 
pute over the relevancy of the cross ez- 
amination, which was not pushed fur- 
ther. 


Edward H. Cass, Chicago agent for 
the insurance company which Holmes 
defrauded, testified that he had vieiied 
Holmes house in Willimantic, III. 
He 
did not see Holmes, but met a woman 
calling hetself 
Mrs. 
Holmes. 
He 
identified her picture, in which she ie 
shown holding an infant, 
Holmes' 
child, lovingly aiiainst her face. 


John King, of New York, who said 
he had no budineis and looked as it he 
wished he had, was called. 
"What 
have you been doing the past six 
monthb?" 


' Traveling about the country most of 
the time." 
' And the balance of the time?" 
"Beading the manuscript of the book, 
'Hoimea.' own story.'" 
' Where was it published?' 
"3U8 CheBtnut street. 
I had charjie 
of the manuscript, and read the proofs." 


Frota whom did you ¿let the manu> 
script?" 


Tlie defense here objected to eviry- 
thing in re'erence to the book, but 
were overruled, and the witness an- 
swered: 


'I got some of it from Mr. Shoe- 
maker, Holmfs' lawyer, and some from 
Miss Long, a typewriter in his oflSce, 
and published just what I received." 


Mies Ada Long, the typewriter re- 
ferred to, said 6he had received the 
manuscript of the book from Mr Sboe- 
niatier. 
It was m pencil aud ttit=i hand 
writirg WHB unknown to her. 
Some of 
Hoimeb' baniiwriting waa sbovru her 
and she identified iL as the same. 


Agiixit. Perry, o! t,ha ins,urtiiice cc,m- 
pany, ^as recalled to identify Holmes' 
handwriiing. 


Deiective Geyer, recalled, said he 
had been down to Holmes' cell about 
five wee."<» ago to 86« it thei« was any 
poiBOB couceaWd there. Whilb making 
a search h« came upon the maLusiiript 
ut the book and brought it to the dis- 
trict attorney. 


He alao found in Holmes' cell, be- 
sides the manuscript, a letter to John 
Kiiig about the sale of the book. 
Dr. 


Leffman was recalled and answered a 
numbev of questions about the effects 
of chloroform. 


The commonwealth offered in evi- 
dence the letters, papers, pictures and 
the Holmes book, and it was accepted. 
The defense here asked to recall Mies 
Yoke for re erosa examination on the 
question of her marriage with Holmes, 
which was not brought out in her ex 
amination yesterday. 
She was brought 
into court and given a seat on the wit 
ness stand. 


"Mrs. Holmes," began Mr. Rotan to 
the woman who 
calls herself Miss 
Yoke, "were you ever married to the 
prisoner?"' 
"Yes. I was." 
"When and where?" 
"On January 17th, 1894, at Denver, 
by Rev. Mr. Wilcox." 


"At the time of this marriage did 
you know of the existence of the Willi- 
manette woman?" 
"I believe I did." 
"Was she called Mrs. Holmes?" 
"I don't remember." 
' You were sure when you married 
him that he was not married to the 
Willimanette woman? " 
"I knew nothing of the woman." 
"Did you know anything of any 
other marriage?" asked Mr Graham 
"I had heard of another." 
"To Whom?" 
"I don't know the name." 
"Where? " 
"Gilmanton, N. H." 
"Why did Holmes tell his family to 
ez-cuse his marriage with you when he 
had a wife at Gilmanton? " 


"I was not with him when he visited 
them." 


"Did he ever tell you what he said to 
them about it?" 
"No." 
"Did his sister tell you what he said 
to her about it? " 


"She did. 
His sister told me that he 
told them he had been injured in a 
wr^ck and lay a long time in a hospi- 
tal; that I was a patroness of the hos- 
pital and had asked the physicians to 
perform an operation on him which 
saved his mind, and that I had married 
him before he realized who he was. 
I 
never met the Gilmanton woman." 


When you pbarged him with the 
matter what did he say ?" 


He said he had received word that 
she was dead." 


Was there any truth in the story he 
told you?' 
"Not any truth." 
'•When you married him you be- 
lieVed you were becoming a lawful 
wi'e?" 
• I did." 
"Or you would not have married 
him?" 
"I would not." 
"Now tell what deception he used to 
bring about this marriage? ' 
What did he represent? " 
He told my mother that his uncle 
had died and le<t him certain proper- 
ties in the south, the west and in Fort 
Worth, providing he took his uncle's 
name. 
Perry Mancill Howard. 
He 
said he had no relatives living except 
an aunt in Africa. I found that he 
had a father, mother, two sisters and 
two brothers. 
He explained his taking 
the name of Pratt in Fort Worth by 
saying his business complications re- 
quired it." 


Counsel for the defense made objec- 
tion to the admission of this testimony 
or anything that did not relate to the 
murder of Pietzel. 
They also asked 
for an exception to the irrevelent mat- 
ter mentioned by the district attorney 
in his opening argument, but 
Judge 
Arnold said that was not a matter of 
record, and overruled the motion. 


Miss Yoke, at the conclusion of her 
testimony, retired to the recorder's 
dusk and laid her head in her hands 
OQ the back of a chair. 
Then she was 
led from the court room 
Her pres- 
ence did not move Holmes today. 
Court, ati 12 o'clock, took an hour re- 
ces'4. 


Immediately upon the assembling of 
court this afternoon. Mr 
Rotan ad- 
vanced to the bar of the court and 
said: 


"May it please the court, the com- 
monwealth has closed its case and we 
feel sure that it has not proved its case 
It is incumbent upon the common- 
wealth to 
prove murder beyond a 
doubt. 
They have not done so" 


"This is not the time to make a rul- 
ing," Judge Arnold replied. 
"I ex- 
press no opinion. Thn jury must decide 
after they hear the evidence " 


Judge Arnold ordered a recess o' 
half an hour to permit counsel to con- 
fer with ttie prisoner oa the question.

McVey, Delaney and Donald- 
son, Corbett arrived at Little Rock at 
10 o'clock this morning The champion 
left his room in the Arlington hotel at 
Hot Springs and after breakfasting 
with Brady, started for the train. 
At 
the station, he was followed around by 
a crowd of men anxious to see him, and 
when the train started many of the 
curious had to run for the depot plat- 
form. 


At the station, while waiting for the 
train, Corbett talked freely aoout the 
figbt. 


• Of course," he said, "I do not know 
what the outcome of these legal pro- 
ceedings will be, but I want the thing 
settled one way or the other pretty 
soon. 
I am getting tired of all this 
monkey business. 
I am in readiness 
to fight now and always have been. 
I 
have asked nothing unreasonable of 
Fitznmmons, and I honestly think he 
is keeping away from me. 
I don't 
know 'vkat else to make of his actions." 


When asked as to the possibility of 
any trouble between him and Fitzdim- 
mona at Little Rock, Corbett said: 


Well, something of that kind may 
happen, but if it does. Fitzaimmons will 
have to start it. 
I won't begin it. 
But I want to say right now that if 
that fellow does begin aay funny work, 
he is going to get licked, and get licRed 
good and hard. 
There is no kind of a 
fighting 
game at which I am not the 
• superior of Fitz4immons, and I will 
prove it in t>hip shape if he drags me 
on 
I sioiply will wait for him to start 
things if he wants to, and then I'll lay 
him out cold. 
I am tired of all this 
fooling with him, and I won't stand 
any nonsense." 


On the train from Malvern to Little 
Rock. Corbett went sound asleep to 
the evident gratification of the natives 
who ghz-'d their fill at him without in- 
terruption. 
At the depot here a crowd 
1OUO people was waiting to see the 
champion, and as he Bie^ pt-d troiE the 
train in a long overcoat, with 
his 
crimson sweater showing up the pallor 
of his cheeks induced by his training, 
be could scarcely move lor the crowds. 
He finally managed to plow his way 
throutih to a carriage, which was in 
waitine, and was whirled away to the 
Capital hotel» where he retired at once 
to his ]ioom to await the proceedings in 
the afternoon. 


No matter what the result of legal 
proceeding may be this afternoon the 
chances are now 100 to 1 that there will 
be no fijiht between Corbett and Fitz- 
simmons. The latter made a statement 
at 11 o'clock today to a correspondent 
of the Associated Press which virtually 
disposes of the matter. 
He eaid posi- 
tively and in terse English, which ad- 
mitted of no misunderstanding or mis- 
construction : 


"There will be no fight in Arkansas. 
I am done with the Florida 
Athletic 
club, and have no use for the citizens of 
Hot Springs. 
I tell you that there will 
be no fight in Arkansas " ' 


The assertion was made during a con- 
versation in Fitzsimmons' room in the 
Capital hotel. 
Julian, his manager, 
had made a loog statement of 
the 
troubles 
he 
had 
endured 
from 
Corbett 
and Brady, of how they had 
evaded 
all 
his 
fair 
propositions, 
and declined to agree to anything that 
did not favor Corbett 
There 
was 
nothing new 
his remarks. 
As he 
finished, JuLan said: 


"We are going to Hot Springs whfn 
we get through here, but we will have 
nothing to do with the fi^ht in which 
the Florida Athletic club, the citizens 
of Hot Springs, Brady, Corbett, and 
the rest ot that gang have anything to 
do." 


"Do you mean that you will not fight 
in any deal that may be managed by 
either the Florida Athletic club or by 
the ciiiz-^ns of Hot Springs? ' 


The question was put direct to Fitz 
simmons, and the reply came like a 
flash:

AnnihilatUg Time and Space. 
A telegraphic transmitting machine 
lately invented by Mr. Patrick B. De- 
lany has made for it the extraordinary 
claim that by means of it 1,000 words 
a minute can be sent any distance. The 
inventor proposes to try to get his ma- 
chine used in couneotion with the post- 
oflSce department, either being bought 
outright by the government and by it 
operated, or else run by a separate com- 
pany in connection with the United 
States mails. 


The instrnme3t works automatically, 
and it can be operated at a cost not 
greater than 6 cents for 50 words. Thus 
a message of 1,000 words, quite a 
lengthy letter, can be sent for 50 cents 
between, say, New York and Chicago 
over a wire weighing 850 pounds to 
the mile. 
This is considerably heavier 
than the usual telegraph wire. 
The 
present cost by telegraph or telephone 
of a message the same length would be 
$9 or over. The ordinary telegraph 
transmits at the rate of not more than 
150 words a minute, so that the im- 
portance of the new invention will be 
readily seen. 


In matters of pressing business or 
commerce it will be possible to get a 
long message between San Francisco 
and New York tmd an answer by this 
mail telegraph 
in two hours, even 
with the letter written and deposited 
by the sender in the 
ordinary way 
in a letter box, when the new 
ma- 
chine works in connection with the 
mails. 
Letters for China can be tel- 
egraphed to San Francisco, there writ- 
ten out on the typewriter and sent to 
their destination five clays earlier than 
could bo done if ihcy wero dispatched 
Gu the fastest niiiil train.

That Oovernnient's Persecntlon of Ar- 
menian Revolntlonlsts~«Plot 
AfTHlnst the Snitan. 


CONSTAMTINOPLE,

1.— ^dvices 
from Maizovan, Asia Minor, show that 
the trouble which was anticipated by 
the United States ambassador, 
Mr. 
Alexander W. Terrell, in a dispatch to 
the state department at Washington in 
August last, has culminated in an at 
tempt to burn the American college 
there. 
It is added that the would-be 
incendiaries had not been discovered.

Bu^ppcted of being in sympathy with 
the revolutionary movement Eventual- 
ly a Turkish guard was furnished to 
the college at the request of Mr. Ter- 
rell and all danger seemed to pass 
away, especially in view of the fact 
that the United States authorities had 
previously compelled the Turkish gov- 
ernment'to pay an indemnity as a re- 
sult of the destruction of one of the 
college buildings at Marzovan.

FATAL FAAL IX A THEATBE. 


' J. C. Harper, a young electrician 
attached to Abbey's theatre, was taken 
to St. Vincent's hospital at midnight 
on Tuesday. 
It was discovered by the 
examining surgeons that Harper had 
sustained a fatal fracture of the back 
part of the skulL 
There was a gash 
across his forehead, which had been 
thought by his stage companions to be 
his only injury. 


"The man who accompanied Harper 
to the hospital said that his companion 
had been holding the calcium light on 
Henry Irving while he was making his 
speech to the audience at ter the per- 
formance of "Macbeth" on Tuesday 
evening. 


' One of the supporta of the calciam 
bridge broke and the 
unfortunate 
young man fell to the stage, about fif- 
teen feet, striking on his head. 
His 
fall was distinctly heard by most of 
those who vrere on the stage at the 
time, but the electrician sprang to hig 
feet, wiped the blood from his face and 
seemed not seriously hurt. 


"A zaao, who said he was a physician, 
washed off Harper's forehead and said 
he would soon be all right. 
A cab was 
called and he was sent to St. Vincent's. 
On the journey he began vomiting, 
and soon afterward became 
uncon- 
scious. 


"It is Slid that Harper's mother and 
sisters live in Fort Wayne; Ind . where 
his body was sent yesterday. 
He was 
a general favorite in the theatre, to 
which he had been attached for a year. 
Henry Irving was greatly distressed 
when he heard of the fatality." 


DB MILLIB'S sxnciDB. 
"Dr. W. S. Miller, employed in a 
dental oflSce at No. 2 Union square, 
swallowed aoonite yesterday afternoon 
and died soon afterward. 
A porter 
rushed breathlessly out of the office at 
2 o'clock, and, approaching Policeman 
Donegan, said: 
'One of the doctors hab 
taken poison.' 
The policeman called 
an ambulance from Bellevue hospital. 


Dr. Miller was found in a rear 
sitting room used by,the dentists. The 
ambulance surgeon applied the stomach 
pump to Miller and gave him stimu- 
lants. 
He revived sufficiently to say 
that he had taken four ounces of 
aconite, and then became unconscious 
again. 
He was removed to the hos- 
pital, where he died almost immediately 
alter his arrival. 


'Dr. M. D. Searle, who w.as present 
when Dr. Miller announced that he 
had taken poison, said that he thought 
he knew why he sought death, but 
he would not toll. 
Dr. Searle could 
not be found at the dental parlors last 
night. 
Several dentists 
sat 
about 
yawning and smoking. 
They declared 
that they did not know anything about 
Dr. Miller—not even where he lived. 
The day clerk, a young woman, said 
Dr. Miller had come from the west two 
weeks ago. She thought his home was 
in Fort Wayne, Ind. 
One of the den- 
tists contradicted this statement by 
saying that Dr. Miller had been em- 
ployed in the parlors since May last. 
It was said that Dr. Searle might give 
some information about the suicide 
today. " 


"From letters found on the dead 
man it appears that he had worked in 
Kingston, N. Y.. and Providence, R 1. 
He always seemed cheerful. 
In the 
early hours of the day he had been gay 
and jocular."

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Eartbqaabes in the United States. 
Scientists are not yet fully agreed as 
to the' causes of earthquakes. 
For 
many years they were so imperfectly 
noted that observations afforded little 
basis for the study of these phenomena. 
The seismograph a comparatively, re 
cent invention, records the horizontal 
motion, the vertical motion and 
i he 
time, but while this instrument makes 
possible interesting 
comparisons, 
it 
does not solve the old problems as to 
the causes and the exact nature of such 
phenomena and the probable relations 
to changes in the earth. 


Modern authorities on earthquakes 
believe that it is a vibratory motion 
propagated through the solid materials 
of the earth much in the same way that 
sound is propagated by vibrations in 
thé atmosphere. There are several dis- 
tinct causes believed in, but^ with no 
very great certainty. 
There is a likeli- 
hood that whatever produces volcanic 
action is competent to produce an ordi- 
nary earthquake. -Both of these phe- 
nomena are held to be expressions of 
the same subterranean force. 
At all 
events, there is a clear relation between 
the,geographical distribution of volca- 
noes and the chief earthquake areas. 


It has been held that earthquakes, 
especially those marked by continual 
tremors, are due to the crushing of 
rock masses by pressure caused by the 
secular cooling of the earth. 
The sud- 
den generation of steam from water 
finding 
its way through fissures in the 
earth's crc^t, is also held to be a 
cause. 


Whatever the origin of the earth- 
quake shock, its effects are represented 
as proceeding from a concussion or 
sudden blow delivered underground at 
some definite center. 
This center of 
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impulse is called the seismic vocue. 
This center is iu its uiiiure a subter- 
ranean region which lu,, many oases 
may measure perhaps miliis in diame- 
ter, 
From this center waves are propa- 
gated in all directions through the solid 
material of the earth's crust. 


The earthquakes 
in the 
United 
States have been unif^ormly very insig- 
nificant compared with the convulsions 
of nature in the old world. There is on 
record a slight earthquake cccurring in 
New England in January, 1038, another 
in January, 1662 and a third October 
29, 1727, all of them mere tremblings of 
the earth, icHicting no particular dam 
8ge. A severe one occurred November 
18, 1755, in which the chimneys were 
shaken down and quite a panic created. 


December 16, 1811. the first recorded 
earthquake in the central United States 
occurred throughout the Mississippi 
valley; it was slightly felt in many 
places, but most severely in the vicinity 
of New Madrid, Mo. 
There for several 
months the earth seemed to be in a 
disturbed condition. 
The level of the 
river rose and fell, boats were eunk, 
buildings on the shore were shaken; 
throughout the adjoining country the 
land would rise, then fall again. 
This 
agitation of the earth's surface con- 
tinued until March 26, 1812, when, on 
the very day on which the terrible 
earthquake 
occurred 
at 
Caraccas, 
Venezuela, South America, this dis- 
turbance in Missouri ceased and did 
not again occur. 
There were slight 
earthquakes on the Pacific coast in that 
year and in the year preceding. 
Prob- 
ably a number of earth disturbances 
occured there in early times, but no 
record exists of them. 
However, Cali- 
fornia was not again disturbed by any 
shock of the kind worthy of note until 
October 1865, when slight tremblings 
were felt at various points, but no great 
damage was done. 


October 21, 1868, the severest re- 
ported earthquake in San Francisco oc- 
curred, doing 
great 
destruction 
to 
buildings, but causing no loss of li "^e. 
October 19, 1870, an earthquake was 
distinctly felt throughout New Etig- 
land and New York, and extended es 
far west as Chicago, 
Two shocks oc- 
curred within a few seconds, and it 
was the severest earthquake ever known 
up to that time in this country. 
No 
lives were lost, but buildings in many 
places suffered severely. 
June 18,1871, 
a slight earthquake shock was felt on 
Long Island, and on July 5, 1871, one 
in California. March 26, 1872, a terri- 
ble 
convulsion 
occurred 
in 
Inlyo 
county, California, nearly. three hun- 
dred shocks being felt within the epace 
of a few hours. 
Several towns were 
almost wholly destroyed, thirty per- 
sons were killed, and many 
badly 
injured. 
December 22. 1875, shocks 
were felt at Richmond, not very severe, 
but enough to create quite a panic and 
general fright among the people. 
Au 
gust 11,1884, shocks were felt from 
Washington to New York, but little 
harm was reported. 
August 31, 18S6, 
the severest earthquake ever known 
on the Atlantic coast from New Eng- 
land southwardi but its severest mani- 
festations were at Charleston. S. C., 
where thirty-one lives were lost and 
$5,000.000 worth of property destroyed. 
After this, for four months, 
slight 
earth tremblings were ielt in the vi- 
cinity from time to time. 
October 14, 
1891, there was a slight earthquake 
shock at San Francisco, and November 
27,1893, another in New Hampshire 
and Vermont.

And now that the company 
feels justified in providing for the fu- 
ture by so large an expenditure for 
fieight cars the inference is fair that 
our most expert men of commerce find 
reason confidently to expect continued 
and increasing prosperity.

CUBAN hNDEPENDENCE.

The meetiog held last night at the 
circuit court room, called at the in- 
stance of the Sons of the American 
Revolution and the Grand Army posts 
of the city to express sympathy for the 
people oí Cuba in thtir struggle to free 
themselvee from the tyranical yoke of 
Spain, was quite largely attended and 
enthusiastic and 
interesting 
in its 
character. 
It was called to order by 
Mayor Oakley, and, on motion of Clark 
Fairbank, Col. R. S 
Robertson was 
chosen chairman and John T. Dougall 
secretary. 


Col. Robertson, on taking the chair, 
made a short apeesch favoring the ac- 
knowledgment by the United States of 
Cuba as a belligerent, 


"I am an American," he said, "who 
not only wanis to see the people pro- 
tected, but I want to see all outposts 
guarded so that no foreign power shall 
attain a foothold at our very door, and 
I am in favor of extending our terri 
tory whentver it can be done consist- 
ently. 
I endorse the action of Thomas 
Jefferson in adding Florida to our 
country, 
I endorse the policy that an- 
nexed Louisiana to the United States; 
I was in favor of the war with Mexico, 
that gave us Texas and California; I was 
in favor of the policy of Willian H. 
Seward, which added the large terri- 
tory of Alaska; I was in favor of the 
annexation of Hawaii, and the preven- 
tion of the seieure of the island by 
other nations, and I am heartily in 
favor oí the cause pf the oppressed in 
all climes and nations. 
As long as 
Cuba is made the military training 
ground of foreign nations, so long is 
she a menace to U3. 
For this reason, if 
for no other, JEuropean power must be 
driven out of the island, and I, for one. 
shall bless 
the moment when 
the 
United States takes up the cudgel on 
behalf 
of 
the 
oppressed 
islanders 
And, Oh! I shall bless the day when 
the fair island of Cuba is added to the 
bright galaxy of our stars," 


After the election of secretary 
the 
chair appointed a committee on resolu- 
tions as follows: Dr. S. B. Brown, 
Maj. Al. Friend, Dr. A, E. Bulson and 
Col. C, E Graves' 
When the commit- 
tee retired to prepare the resolutions, 
the Hon, Robert Lowry was called on 
and made an able plea for acknowledg- 
ing the belligerency of Cuba. 
He re- 
viewed the history of that nation, spoke 
of its heroic struggles for liberty, its 
oppression by Spain and its importance 
to this country as a commercial center. 
The committee on resolution 
then, 
through Al Friend, reported as fol- 
lows: 


Resolved, That we, the citizens of 
Fort Wayne, Ind., actuated by the 
blessings of an independent govern- 
ment and the memory of the heroic 
struggle of the founders of our republic 
against unjust oppression and tyranny, 
securing for us the blessings of self- 
government, 
extend 
our 
deepest 
sympathy to the people of Cuba, now 
engaged in an «ft^rfc for the right of 
self-government—to make their own 
laws, levy their own taxes and enjoy 
the fruits of their own enterprise and 
labor—that we pledge ourselves to ex- 
tend to them every 
encouragement 
possible. 


Wie hold these truths to bo self- 
evident, that all men are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their creator 
with certain inalienable rights, 
that 
among these are life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. 
That to secure 
these rights governments are instituted 
among men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed; that 
when any form of government becomes 
destructive of these ends, it is the right 
of the people to alter or abolish it, and 
to institute a npw government, laying 
its foundations on Euch principles and 
organizing its powers in euch form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect 
their safety and happiness. 
Prudence, 
indeed, will dictate that governments 
long established should not be changed 
for light and transient causes; and ac- 
cordingly all experience has shown that 
mankind are more disposed to suffer, 
while evils are accustomed. 
But when 
a long train of abuses and usurpations, 
pursuing invariably the same object, 
evinces a design to reduce them under 
absolute despotism, it is their right, it 
is their duty to throw off euch govern- 
ment and to provide new guards for 
their future security. 


This historic declaration, made by 
the founders of our republic on July 4, 
1776, was true to them, and is truM to- 
day, 
For many unhappy years the 
Cubans have been most shamefully op- 
pressed and cruelly burdened, until the 
yoke of Spanish lule has become in- 


tolerable, 
if the fathers of American 
independence were ju&titied in casting 
off the oppreFsive dominion of Great 
Britain, the Cuban patriots of today 
have far greater justification for their 
attempt to overthrow the tormenting, 
impoverishing, heartlees tyranny of the 
Spanish government. 


We desire publicly to express our in- 
dignation that in this year, 1895, the 
spectacle is presented of shiploads of 
soldiers, sent 3.Cod miles across the 
ocean to America, ' the land of the 
free," to shoot down in cold blood a 
courageous people who simply desire to 
govern themselves. 
Our indignation is 
further aroused at the unspeakable 
ciuelty of the Spaniards toward the 
Cubans in this struggle. 
Death seems 
to bo the penalty meted cut to all 
Cubans captured under arms, and even 
those furnishing medicines to the so- 
called rebels are to be ruthlessly shot. 


We are glad to notice that the course 
of the Cubans appears to be more hu- 
mane, and we take this opportunity of 
congratulating them upon the remarka- 
ble progress they have made in spite of 
the terrible odds against them. 


We believe it to be the privilege and 
duty of the United States government 
to recognize the rights of the Tuban 
revolutionists as I eil'gerents as soon as 
possible, on bting so rtquested by com- 
petent Cuban authority, in accordance 
with international law. 
Such action 
of our government we deem due to the 
Cubans and to the cause of universal 
liberty. 


While disavowing all bitterness of 
feeling on our part toward the people 
of Spain, we nevertheless believe that 
it is our duty and privilege at this time, 
OS citizens of this free republic, thus 
to express our heartfelt sympathy with 
cur Cuban neighbors, living upon an 
island 
which 
nature 
has 
made 
a 
paradise, 
but 
which 
the 
cruel 
methods 
of 
the 
Spanish 
govern- 
ment have done much to despoil. 
We 
respectfully urge our fellow 
citizens 
throughout this country to assemble in 
mass meetings, to difi'use information 
and thus arouse, or rather deepen, the 
sympathy of our whole people with the 
Cubans in their heroic attempt to cast 
off the yoke of oppression and to 
achieve that independence and free- 
dom which are the great highways to 
happiness and prosperity. 


We also urge the press and the pul 
pit and altar with voice end prayer to 
continue their help to the righteous 
cause of home and native land. 


We respectfully, but urgently, appeal 
to the citizens of all the republics of 
the three Americas to give emphatic 
expression to their sympathy with those 
struggling people, who are making such 
a gallant fight for that 
independence 
from the European rule, which the 
other nations of the new world have 
already secured. 
Be it further 


Resolved, That we request the Indi- 
ana members of congress to use all pos- 
sible endeavor consistent with cur laws 
of neutrality to secure the recognition 
of Cuban insurgents as belligerents by 
cur government. 


The resclutions were adopted by a 
unanimous vote and then the chair 
called on prominent gentlemen present 
to address the meeting^ and speeches 
were made by C. S, Bash, W. H. Sham- 
baugh, C. F. Muhler, C. E, Everett, W. 
H. Wilson, Drs, A. P. Buchman and 
G. W, Bowen. 
They all indorsed the 
sentiments of the resolutions and said 
that it was the duty of the United 
States to aid Cuba by words of en- 
couragement 
and the acknowledge- 
ment of their rights as a b&lligerent 
nation.
